Tne Faculty Senate has 
recommended in an Oct. 10 
resoiution that an administrative 
proposal to allocate promotional 
funds to individual university 
schoois not be implemented 

Administrative Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Sandy 
Barkdull said the proposal was 
made to “decentralize decision 
making, and to maintain an 
equitable distribution of 
Promotions among the various 
schools and divisions.” 

For the last two years 
Promotions have been funded by a 
university promotional budget ser- 
ving all schools and divisions 

According to the senate 
resoiution, the proposal “will 
inhibit a faculty member's right to 
grieve” unfavorable decisions by 


the Appointment, Retention 
Tenure and Promotion Com- 
mittee 


't also “may violate legislative 
intent” the resolution said. AB 804 
signed by the governor in 1975 
provides CSUC faculty with the 
right to grieve unfavorable 
Promotion, retention, and tenure

“There are a variety of reasons 
for a child to miss breakfast,” 
Valadez explained. “Both parents 
work, or they lose track or just do 
netunderstand a child's nutritional! 
needs. The resuit is the same. 
however, the child becomes |iis- 
tess and shows a lack of 
motivation.” 


“The idea was to help the kids 
nutritionally, provide them with a 
friend when their parents could not

In order to fund the breaktast 
program, the students had to 
solicit help from city council 
county agencies and various 
business organizations,” Valadez 
said. ‘In addition, each student 
was required to visit one class the 
children attended in that way 
they came in contact with the ad- 
ministration too

and sisters who would talk to the 
students about friends in trouble 
and life on the streets,” Valadez 
said 

Each semester, a few students 
would go beyond the breakfast 
plan and take the kids on hiking 
swimming, bowling or kite flying 
trips.

The series of statute violations 
began when ASI

"CSUS athletics ‘ahead of alot’ in Title IX compliance

Title |X, the controversiai federal edict that had 
many predicting the end of collegiate sports, has not 
iuifilied that prophecy of doom at CSUS 

Title IX states: “no person shall, on the basis 
Of Sex, be excluded from participation in, be denied 
‘Wie benefits of, or be subjected to discrimination 
unter any activity receiving financiai assistance.” 

“Although Title IX's provisions pertain to all facets 
of the public educational system, more attention has 
been focused on athletics than any other program 
The CSUS athletic program's compliance with Title 
IX.“is probably ahead of a jot of programs,” ac- 
carding to CSUS Athletic Director Dr. irene Shea 
tie “We've done pretty well here; more than some 
.sghools,” Shea continued. “What Title IX does is br- 

4g about the equitable sharing of money between 
men and women, including the more equitable use 

Of facilities, and the more equitable scheduling of

Although CSUS was investigated by Heaith, 
Education and Weltare last spring and found to be in 
compliance, inequities still exist. according to Shea 

Shea cites the equal use of facilities as a positive 
aspect of Title IX's regulations; however, she admits 
to a probiem with the equal balance of men’s and 
women's head coaching positions. All except two of 
the men’s head coaches are ful! - time, while five of 
the women’s coaches are employed only for their 
season 


in the middle of these classifications is the coach- 
ing track, which employs full - time coaches on a 
year - to - year basis 

Marilyn Frankel, fieid hockey's part - time head 
coach, believes the inequities to be a serious 
problem 

“It's a problem because they (the athietic 
department) don’t have full - time staffers and they 
need a full - time coach. As a part - time coach | am 
required to go to department meetings just as a full - 
time coach does, however, | don’t get paid for this 
We are expected to perform all the duties of a full - 
time coach: departmental work, departmenta! com- 
mittees and athletic committees,” she said. “! go to 


as many Committee meetings as a fuli - time coach. 
and | feel that part - time coaches are not considered 
equal, the situation is never equal.’ 

Shea counters Frankel's statement adding that 
the extra duties Frankel mentions are not required 

They're expected to attend, but they don't have 
to,” Shea said “We have a lot of meetings year 
round, and if the part - time coaches come, they do 
it for free.” 

The problem of the part - time coach goes deeper 
than a couple of unpaid, voluntary meetings. A 
part - time coach aiso hurts the quality of the 
program and cuts into the department's time ac- 
cording to Shea 

First, when we hire a coach for a full - time 


position, we can look nationwide, pick out the best. 
and bring that person to Sacramento.” continued 
Shea. “But we can't bring someone here for a part - 
time position, for they've got to have another job to 
support them. Consequently, we are forced to 
choose from the ranks of locals, who already have 
another means of support 

‘Second, these part time coaches are not 
available al! the time, since many of them teach 
elsewhere That means they are not available to the 


athietes, and it also means that any inquiries must be 
handied by the department. That cuts into our time. 
Finally, it is difficult for a part - time coach toim- 
prove a program as much as a full - time coach. Any 
recruiting has to be done in the spare time of the part 
time coach, where the full - timers have more 
leeway with that,” she said 
“Fortunately for the department, we have part - 
time coaches who are extremely dedicated, enough 
to overcome these problems.” 


The part time coaching situation will be 
changed soon, to allow CSUS to be in complete 
cooperation with the provisions of Title IX. “The 
situation eventually has to change,” said Shea. 
‘HEW has informed us that we must change that to 
be in compliance, and we're looking at several 
solutions right now.” 

The solutions being considered by the 
department inciude eliminating sports to allow suf- 
ficient funds to pay a full - time coach, as well as re- 
quiring full - time head coaches to serve as as- 
sistants for another sport, according to Shea 

We are looking at these solutions and more, 
heading toward full compliance with the provisions 
of the Title IX,” stated Shea

CSUS' Hornet soccer team bat- 
tled the UC Davis Aggies to a 2-2 
standoff Tuesday at Davis 

Freshman Tokunbo Thomas 
Started the Davis scoring with an 
unassisted goal 11:18 into the 
contest. His 15-yarder was just out 
of goalie Mike Schubert's grasp 

CSUS' Kahifa Bouikni tied it at 
1-1 On another unassisted play 
midway through the initial period 
Bouikni took a pass, out- 
maneuvered two Aggie defenders 
and launched a shot that sailed 
over goalie Pete Zopfi's head 

The Hornets came back with 
another offensive surge moments 


later, but Fred Dass’ head shot 
went over the goal 

Dass did find the goal 11:35 into 
the second half to give CSUS a 2-1 
edge 

Less than four minutes later 
Thomas gave Davis its second and 
final goal of the afternoon as he 
eluded the Hornet defense and 
sent a shot over Schubert's head 

On CSUS' last scoring op- 
portunity of the half, Dass took a 
pass at midfield and dribbled 
downfieid double-teamed.
